Junking o f the curbs, altho ugh in 
Bo ise, Idaho , Mayo r Po tter P. Ho w­ 
ard said: “I believ e we hav e eno ugh 
ho using, so there's no further ne­ 
cessity fo r rent co ntro ls in Bo ise.” 
The o resent federal rent law ex­ 
pires next Thursday, March 31. The 
ho use has passed a bill to extend 
co ntro ls 15 mo nths. A senate-ap­ 
pro v ed bill pro v ides fo r a 12 to 15- 
rno nth co ntinuance. 
Still Wo rking 
That is o ne o f the differences the 
senate-ho use co nference co mmittee 
still has to iro n o ut. Ano ther—the 
o ne Sparkman called the "to ugh­ 
est nu t"—deals with rent increases. 
Th? senate bill calls fo r so me rent 
increases up to 10 per cent, in two 
fiv e per cent steps. Under the ho use 
measure, the 
go v ernment 
wo uld 
hav e to fix rent ceilings, “so far as 
practicable” at a 
lev el to 
assure 
landlo rds “a reaso nable return o n 
the reaso nable v alue” o f their pro p­ 
erty. 
Truman asked fo r a two -year ex­ 
tensio n and tighter co ntro ls. 
The 
bill he gets wo n’t measure up o n 
either co unt. 
The “ho me rule" pro v isio n ap­ 
pro v ed by the co nferees keeps a sen 
ate sectio n which lets state legisla­ 
tures pass laws remo v ing federal 
rent.co ntro ls thro ugho ut the state 
o r in certain areas. Such 
a 
law 
wo uld hav e to be appro v ed by the 
go v erno r, bu t If he v eto ed It, the 
legislature co uld o v erride him. That 
sectio n applies o nly to actio ns in­ 
itiated by the legislature. 
Also retained in the bill is the 
senate pro v isio n letting the indiv id­ 
ual states take o v er rent co ntro ls. 
On the “ho me rule” side, the co n­ 
ferees fu rther agreed o n separate 
machinery fo r remo v al o f rent co n­ 
tro ls by inco rpo rated cities, to wns 
and v illages in eases where the state 
go v erno r gav e his blessing. If *he 
did no t appro v e, that wo uld end it 
The reso lutio n calling fo r lo cal 
deo o ntro l wo uld be sent to the go v ­ 
erno r by the lo cal go v erning bo dy 
a city co uncil, fo r example—after 
ho lding a public hearing o n 
the 
matter. 
If the deco ntro l actkm freed the 
“majo r po rtio n" o f an o fficial rent­ 
al area, the expediter also wo uld 
hav e to deco ntro l "any uninco rpo r­ 
ated lo cality” in the remainder o f 
the area.

Admiral Leahy 's Resigna­ 
tio n Virtually Ends To p 
Rank Influence

WASHINGTON, March 28~<AP> 
—The Truman administratio n is 
no w v irtually stripped o f the mil­ 
itary men who o nce played im­ 
po rtant ro les in the natio n's fo reign 
po licy. 
President Truman apparently did 
no t plan it that way, despite the 
o ften sev ere criticism 
lev eled 
at 
him during his first term fo r the 
"military influence" which so me 
co lumnists and lawmakers saw in 
U. S. fo reign affairs. 
It has been a series o f resigna­ 
tio ns, mo st o f which he accepted 
reluctantly, which has substantially 
changed the character o f Trum an’s 
team o f adv iso rs o n internatio nal 
matters 
The latest came yesterday when 
Admiral William D. Leahy, 73. re­ 
tired as a member o f the Presi­ 
dent's White Ho use staff and Gen. 
W alter Bedell Smith quit o ne o f 
the natio n’s mo st Impo rtant diplo ­ 
matic assignments, that o f ambass­ 
ado r to Mo sco w. 
Leahy, who during the war was 
U. S. env o y to Vichy Fraaice, was 
Truman's chief o f staff. 
In the 
early days o f the administratio n, he 
repo rtedly played a large part in 
dev elo ping 
this 
natio n's 
"to ugh" 
po licy to ward Russia. 
The resignatio ns started in Jan ­ 
uary when the ailing Gen. Geo rge 
O. Marshall quit as Secretary o f 
State and was replaced by Dean 
Acheso n, an atto rney and fo rmer 
State departm ent o fficial. 
At the same time Ro bert A. Lo v ­ 
ett wan succeeded as Undersecre­ 
tary by Budget Directo r James E 
Webb. 
Lo v ett was wartime assist­ 
ant secretary o f war fo r air. 
Secretary o f Defense James Fo r- 
restal’s resignatio n is effectiv e at 
the end o f this mo nth. 
He is 
credited by insiders with hav ing 
been deeply co ncerned with the de­ 
v elo pment o f fo reign po licy—as well 
as strictly military affair*.

Rep. Rankin Starts Ho use 
On Ano ther Pensio n 
Merry -Go -Ro und

Rep. Rankin 
CD-Miss> stepped

Only Thursday, after the ho use 
buried his multi-billio n do llar pen­ 
sio n bill fo r all Wo rld War I and II 
serv icemen, a disappo inted Rankin 
had said no

legislatio n 
co uld pass at this sessio n. 
But Just a day later he bo unced 
back with his new pro po sal, intro ­ 
duced, he said, "by request."

said the 
American 
Legio n 
and 
"many members” o f the ho use v et­ 
erans co mmittee, o f which he is 
chairman, had urged the new bill. 
Of its pro spects, Rankin declared: 
"I’m making no predictio ns.’' Be­ 
fo re his first bill go t to the ho use, 
he had co nfidently fo recast its pas­ 
sage by an o v erw'helming majo rity. 
Rankin to ld the ho use he ho ped 
to hav e his new bill up fo r co n­ 
sideratio n “in a sho rt time." 
Whereas the M ississip p i's first 
bill pro v ided $ 90 a mo nth pensio ns 
at age 65 to all 18,800.000 Wo rld 
W ar I and II v eterans, The seco nd 
is co nsiderably less inclusiv e and 
pro bably less co stly 
It Is limited to the appro ximately 
3,500,000 v eterans o f Wo rld War I. 
and pro v ides fo r pensio ns o f $ 72 at 
age 85, fo r v eterans who se inco me 
falls belo w a certain po int. It also 
pro hibits 'pyramiding” o f benefits 
fro m o ther so urce« , and co nfine* 
pensio ns to ho no rably discharged 
v eterans 
Mo af o f these 
pro v isio ns were 
tacked o nto Rankin’s first blU du r­ 
ing the battering it to o k o n the 
ho use flo o r.

The Kremlin no longer 
has the Jump in the cold war. Instead of keeping the 
rest of the world guessing ab out what it’s going to do, 
it is spending more time guessing w hat the United 
States is going to do. 
The Atlantic pact, following closely on ECA, the 
M arshall plan and the Truman doctrine and open­ 
ing new potentialities of military as well as economic 
strength In western Europe, has put the Kremlin on 
the defensive 
The maintenance of the Berlin air 
lift through the winter and the stiffening of western 
pttltude ab out German policy is hardly one of the 
things the Kremlin could have expected. Like Tito’s 
unforeseen attitude, it calls for reorientation of strat­ 
egy. 
Suddenly, everything seems tq b e going wrong 
The United States is even tightening the screws on 
homegrown Reds—dragging them into court after 15 
years of special privilege, The Kremlin no longer has 
the Jump. 
The United States has the Jump now. Will Eugene 
Dennis b e put on ice, and if so who will b e ab le to 
succeed him? Will Communists in America b e b arred 
from holding offices in lab or unions, or will the Tru­ 
man administration foolishly do away with that safe­ 
guard? Will the United States let itself b e run out of 
Japan? 
The Kremlin would like to know.

New Word In Medica l La ngua ge 
BY HERMAN N. UUNDKSEN. M. D. 
IN the last few yaors a great new 
word has appealed in the medical 
world. It Is called histamine. It is 
im portant 
b ecause 
histamine 
or 
some sub stance similar to ft, is 
thought to b e the common factor in 
allergic disorders from 
which 
so 
meny people are suffering. 
It would appear that hi persons 
who have an allergic disorder, such 
>s asthma, hives, eczema, 
or 
hay 
fever, an excessive amount of this 
sub stance is formed when such per­ 
sons ent foods or b reathe in dusts 
or pollens to which they are sensi­ 
tive. It is this excessive histamine 
that causes the allergic reaction. 
There are certain drugs which 
are capab le of diminishing or pre­ 
venting the effects of the histamine. 
These 
are 
called 
antlhistaminic 
drugs. When administered to pa­ 
tients. all 
of 
these 
preparations 
produce similar results. They differ, 
however, in several minor ways in 
the reactions which they may pro­ 
duce, For example, some of them 
may produce more drowsiness than 
others. Some, on the other hand, 
may produce wakefulness. 
Allergy Symptoms ' 
None cf these sub stances acts 
very rapiUy, according to Dr. David 
P March of West Virginia Univer­ 
sity. Furthermore, they will not 
prevent the symptoms of 
the 
al­ 
lergy; they can b e used merely to 
overcome or reduoe these symptoms 
once they have appeared. 
Relief of symptoms has teen noted 
In such conditions as hives and hay 


j fever, b oth the kind that occurs dur- 
fali months and those which 
ing the I 
ooctir during the 
year 
round. In 
many cases of itching, these prepar­ 
ations have b een found useful. Also, 
In some instances, the patient with 
asthma or ecaema has b een 
b ene­ 
fited. On the other hand, the*« 
preparations do not stem to do a 
great deal of good in case« of mi­ 
graine. although these patients may 
b e helped.

Capsuks or tab let# of these prep­ 
arations are given b y mouth. * The 
dcse varies, of course, with the age 
of the patient and the preparation 
employed. It would not seem advis­ 
ab le that thea<> drugs b e given for 
longer than eight weeks at a time. 
Patients who are made sleepy, 
dtwy. or nervous to' these 
drugs 
should not. while they are using 
these preparations, undertake activ­ 
ities requiring close attention or 
alertness, such as driving an auto­ 
mob ile 
Other reactions may include men­ 
tal confusion, weakness, or faint- | 
ing. There may also b e sickness at 
the stomach or vomiting. 
There can b e no doub t that these 
preparations have a great deal of 
usefulness, b ut they should b e em­ 
ployed only under the direction 
of a physician.

A. H. B, What are the symptoms 
of an enlarged heart? 
Answer: Enlargement of the heart 
may cause such symptoms as notice­ 


ab le anft rapid b eating of the heart 
shortness of b reath, and posrtb ly 
some pain in the chest.

"It .causes staining, weathering 
and sprouting in the field, and 
damage, heating and spoiling in the 


b in, m well as making a fine home 
tor injurious insects,” 
Illustrating the seriousness of the 
moisture prob lem, he pointed out 
that up to Fab . 10, 1949, 1,406 com 
loans had b een made In Ohio, cov­ 
ering 1,150.090 b ushels, b ut that for 
every loan made, one was turned 
down b ecause the

was

wet. 
Wheat loans in Ohio, he said, 
totaled 2,308; covering 2.092,000 b u­ 
shels, b ut for every three loans 
made, cm was rejected b ecause 
the wheat was too wet.

Vi rus Is Ci ted In 


Cancer Research 


LONDON, March 26—(UP)—The 
British Med ical Jou rn al said tod ay 
that recen t experimen ts poin t to 
the con clu sion that can cer is actu ­ 
ally cau sed by viru s 
The n atu re of the viru s an d how 
to con trol it has n ot yet been estab­ 
lished , accord in g to an article in 
the Jou rn al by W E. Oye, d irector 
of the Imperial Can cer 
Research 
fu n d . 
Bu t if this con clu sion is correct, 
he said , it wou ld be the biggest ad ­ 
van ce in year» of can cer research. 
Oye reported that he an d Miss 
Id a Man n , Dr. James Cragie au d 
Dr. A M. Begg has fou n d su pport­ 
in g evid en ce in experimen ts on mice 
d u rin g the past d ecad e. 
He said they d etermin ed that 
can cer tissu e which had been frozen 
for a few min u tes an d then teen s 
n lpn ted to an other mou se resu lted 
in a n ew tu mor becau se su rvivin g 
cells in the origin al tissu e mu lti­ 
plied . 
Later experimen ts, however, in d i­ 
cated that malign an t can cer cell« 
killed by extreme cold , are "n ever­ 
theless capable of startin g a n ew. 
strictly n ew tu mor tn virtu e of the 
n trln aic viru s which they con tain ," 
He said can cer tissu e kept at e 
temperatu re of min u s 79 
d egree» 
cen tigrad e for on e year still cau se

Restore the old law req uiring 
county election boards to count bal­

Req uire certification of all pro­ 
posed tax levies and bond issues to 
election boards 9 0 days before elec­ 
tions to q ualify for places on bal­ 
lots. 
The last req uirement would mak e 
the bond issue and tax levy dead­ 
line conform with that for candi­ 
dates’ filing. 
A law sponsored by Sheppard two 
years ago req uires discard of bal­ 
lots bearing any symbols other than 
"X" mark s to indicate a voter’s 
choices. Election officials said many 
ballots mark ed otherwise had to be 
discarded although intent of voters 
seemed clear. 
But pro bat iy 9 0 per cent of the 
discards resulted from a state su­ 
preme court ruling governing Wal­ 
lace elector candidates on Presiden­ 
tial ballots. It resulted In what was 
termed a “dog-leg” ballot In the 
last election. 
Names of all 25 electors for Hen­ 
ry Wallace were printed on the bal­ 
lot under an "Independent" label 
without his name or any progressive 
partv emblem. 
The names of Harry S. Truman 
and Thomas E Dewey appeared un­ 
der the Democr.nlc and Republican 
party labels and emblems. But by 
custom 
their 
elector 
candidates 
were not listed. 
A Democratic or 
Republican vote automatically was 
for all 25 electors of those parties. 
But Wallace electors had to be 
mark ed Individually to be counted. 
Some voters “scratched" their bal­ 
lots by placing an "X" in a ma­ 
jor party column and also before 
one or more Wallace elector names. 
That disq ualified their ballot. 
The Supreme court 
held 
that 
Ohio law dees not specifically’ pre­ 
vent Presidential elector candidates 
from getting on the ballot by Peti­ 
tion. The proposed law would ban 
th*t definitely. 
Wallace electors got on the Ohio 
Presidential ballot by petition* re­ 
jected by the secretary of state but 
sanctioned by the court. 
Reputohcan and Democratic Pres­ 
idential elector- candidates in Ohio 
were pick ed at party stgte conven­ 
tions 
Delegates to the conventions 
were named at the previous elec­ 
tions. 
The new proposal will mak e such 
procedure mandatory fur all Presi­ 
dential elector candidates to get on 
the Ohio ballot.

FRANCE AND ITALY 
IN CUSTOMS UNION 
PARIS, March 26—(AP)—France 
and Italy will sign a treaty here to­ 
day establishing a Franco-Italian 
customs union in 19 50 and a com­ 
plete economic merger by 1955. 
Foreign. Ministers Robert Schu- 
nian of France and Count Carlo 
Sforx a of Italy will sign the docu­ 
ment at 11 a. m. 
French officials said they hope 
the French and Italian parliaments 
will ratify the agreement before 
adjourning for the eastern vacation. 
The treaty’s tex t will not toe re­ 
leased until later today, bid officials

WA8HINQTON, March 26 —The 
veterans’ pension bill seems dead 
for this year, buried by the house. 
It had a dizzy funeral, one of the 
strangest. 
Think ing of the veterans when 
election comes around, house mem­ 
bers approached the bill lik e a man 
ex amining the teeth of a lion. One 
of them, unabashed, told newsmen 
ironically: 
“This is where I rise above prin­ 
ciple and vote political." 
But another, less gay about voting 
for something he didn’t believe in, 
told reporters: 
"It isn’t a q uestion of whether I’m 
for or against the bill, but whether 
I want to get re-elected. 
So I’ll 
have to vote for it." 
In the end, he voted against it. 
8b did a majority of the congress­ 
men tout it took them three days to 
tak e that step. They finally did it 
by tormenting end disfiguring the 
bill till its own father wouldn’t 
k now it. 
In this case the father was Rep. 
John Rank in, Mississippi Democrat, 
a little man with a bright tie and 
perpendicular white hair. 
Rank in, 
a veteran of Wold War I, is peppery 
at 67. 
His bill would have given veter­ 
ans of World Wars I and II a pen­ 
sion of $9 0 a month when they 
reached 65, whether or not they 
needed the money. 
If the bill ever became law. gov­ 
ernment officials had warned, it 
would cost the country $125,000,006.- 
000 In 50 years. 
And, think ing of the big debt the 
country 
has 
already. 
President 
Truman and his leaders in congress 
didn’t want it. 
RIGHT FROM'the first, it seems, 
the house members didn’t want U 
either but in the beginning they 
didn't want to say so publicly where 
their name and their vote against 
It would t* on record. 
Almost Immediately when the bill 
come up Tuesday a majority of the 
house voted to k ill it. But this was 
in the k ind of vote where their vote 
was listed by number, not by name. 
But, almost as fast,’ when 
they 
were called upon to vote by name, 
they voted against k illing the bill. | 
In three days they changed their j 
vote five times. 
On the second day they began to ! 


beat the bill out of shape by voting 
changes In it, right on the floor. 
By the time they were through that 
second day practically no one k new 
what had been voted into it. 
All the while the house had been 
roundly lambasted In the press for 
Its tactics. 
And yesterday, Herb 
Block , cartoonist for the Washing­ 
ton Post which congressmen read, 
teed off on them. 
His drawing showed a monstrous 
fat man, labeled "House of Repre­ 
sentatives," bending over while a 


"Congressional Medal” was pinned 
.on the seat oi his pants l|> a slap- 
happy character called "Pension 
Grab.” t 
The medal read: 
"For unusual 
running, dodging a nd 
reversing 
without regard for the call of the 
duty.” 
And yesterday the house 
came 
back and by one vote—208 to 207— 
k illed the bill. 
Not outright. The 
house voted to “send It back to 
committee." That’s something lik e 
a boy to the graveyard.
